The 
imported paper in Holman Bibles 
bulks 3% inch to 1000 pages, and is 
remarkably opaque; the thinness is 
largely due to the great percentage 
of rag pulp used. The Holman 
India paper is said to be the most 
opaque thin paper made, and has 
been obtained after 20 years of in- 
cessant experimenting. There is 
apparently no limit to the thinness 
of this paper. While the publishers 
have adopted a standard of %& inch 
to 1000 pages, they have produced 
excellent results with half-inch 
paper and have even had paper 
bulking 3 inch, which was alike re- 
markable for its tensile strength 
and opacity, but this bulk was con- 
sidered to be more or less uncertain as to 
uniform results and therefore not adopted. 
The publishers state that the 1916 output of 
Holman Bibles is the largest of any year.
